President of the 
Fund, who presided at the recepuon, des- 
cribed the occasion as a historic onc, 
and said the Menorah was a really 
mighty conception, 


Sympathy for Israel 


In a tribute to Mr. Benno Elkan, Lord 
Samuel said that he was a@ sculptor of 
great distinction, indeed, of European 
lame He recalled that the first 
suggestion for the gift had come from 
Mr. Glenvil Hall. M.P., when he and 
others were in the British Parhamen- 
tary delegation which visited Israel. The 
Members of Parliament to whom Israc!l 
was new had been so deeply impressed 
and felt so sympathetic to the efforts that 
were being made there to establish a new 
State’ that they felt tuat there ought to 
be some gift from the British people of 
all faiths and parties to show sympathy 
and good will towards this enterprise. 
Then the proposal was taken up by Mr. 
Clement Davies, who had been Chairman 
of the Committee from the beginning and 
who had devoted his time and energy to 
forwarding its purposes. 

He added that Dr. Alec Lerner had 
been indefatigable in his labours to secure 
the necessary finances and to carry the 
project through to success. He also paid 
tribute to the work of the Secretary of 
the Committee, Mr. Gilbert McAllister. 

Mr. Willam Teeling (Conservative 
M.P. for the Pavilion division of Brighton) 
said it was a great honour to be able to 
support the project on behatf of the 
Conservative party, He expressed the 
hope that the Menorah would always 
remain in a Parliament which would 
ilways show to the whole world, and 
especially to the Middle East, what 
ndependence and great beliefs could stand 
for and what the Jewish faith and Israel 
was do:ng today for the world as a whole

At the conclusion of their three-day talks here, President Eisenhower 
and Sir Anthony Eden last night issued a joint communiqué announcing 
that immediate consultations would take place between Britain, France, 
and the United States on the action they might take in the event of a 
breach of the peace between Israel and the Arab countries. 

They have also agreed to consider favourably proposals for any 
necessary enlargement of the Truce Supervision Organisation and improve- 


ment of its capabilities. 


The communiqué reaffirmed the readiness of both 


Britain and the United States to contribute to the settlement of difficulties 
between States in the region, and emphasised that a settlement between

The Progressives, who y this 
week decided to resign from the 
israeli Government yesterday (1 hurs- 
day) because of the Cabinet's refusal 
to pay more than 5O per cent of the 
salary increases recommended for civ#! 
servants by the Guri Committee, have 
agreed to postpone their resignation 
until Tuesday next. 

They have begun talks with Mapai to 
find a compromise formula satisfactory to 
both sides. Im any case, the threat of 
strikes by dissatisfied officials has made it 
necessary for the Government to recon- 
sider its Wages policy. 

Thousands of doctors, engineers, archi- 
tects, chemists, agronomusts, and admiunis- 
trators employed by the Government and 
public institutions have decided to strike 


early 


next Tuesday if the Government refuses 
to reverse its wages policy. Sweh a strike 
would,. of course, paralyse all public 
Services.

Another possihil tv ws that the us A 
Administration would ask Congress to 
authorise the use of military power, as 
happened during the Formosa crisis 
provided there were sufficient time for 
C ongressional action But if mmedste 
action were required the President migh: 
act after informal consultation with Con- 
gress, aS Mr. Truman did during the 
Korean crisis. It is considered possible 
that the U.S.A. Fleet im the Mediter. 
ranean would be used in the event of a 
Middle Eastern war 

Despite the speculation about possible 
American action, it 1s clear that the main 
aim of the Western Powers is to apply to 
the Israeli-Arab problem the same theory 
of deterrence which Mr. Dulles apphed 
to the Soviet problem. This means tha! 
the West will make it clear to both sides 
that those violating the truce agrecment 
will be punished.

HILLEL HOUSE SCHOOLS EXTENSION 
Foundation-stone Laid 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A further stage in the development 
of the Hillel House Schools (263 
Chamberlayne Road, Willesden, 
N_W.10), was marked on Sunday with 
the laying of the foundation-stone to 
the extension of the Schools by Mr. 
J. Davies, a Warden of the Ohel Shem

Synagogue ; and Mr. Il. H. Solomons, 
Chairman of the Barcai Society. The 
Schools are under the joint auspices 
of the Federation of Synagogues and 
the Zionist Federation. 

The ceremony was preceded by a 
service conducted by the Rev. J. Kacenel- 
enbogen in the Sephardi pronunciation, 
and an address was delivered by the 
minister of the synagogue, Rabbi B. 
Lapian, who is the Hon. Principal of the 
Schools 

Rabbi Lapian said. that there was no 
greater nutzva than to help in the Jewish 


upbringing of their children. They had 
learnt by experience that the best way 
in which to achieve that aim was through 
the Jewish day school, where the child 
received a sound secular and Jewish 
education, 

Hillel House Schools, he continued, had 
a clear aim. They wanted to see the 
wonderful combination of Torah. derech 
eretz, and a good secular education com- 
bined with a good Jewish education. They 


to the extension of the Schools, with Mr. 


Behind Mr. Davis is Mr. E. Chanan 


wanted Jewish education to récognise the 
State of Isracl, and in that connection 
he believe that in London ihecirs was the 
first school to do so. 

Rabbi Lapian said that he wished to 
repudiate slanders about the purpose of 
the Zionist Federation in supporting 
them. He could not visualise that in this 
country amy true Zionist who loved his 
people would want Jewish education 
reduced to a system of secular education. 
The Zionist Federation had only asked 
that the children should speak Hebrew. 
In the matter of Orthodoxy. the Federa- 
tion was prepared to accept the decision 
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of the Schools, which of course insisted 
on an Orthodox education, The Zionm 
Federation had honoured their promise 
and had realised that the education must 
be based on strictly Orthodox lines. 

After the service, addresses were 
given by Mr. M. Lederman (Presidem of 
the Federation of Synagogues) and Dr. 
Il. S. Fox (Chairman of the Zionist 
Federation, and Chairman of the Hebrew 
Day Schools Committee of the Zionist 
Federation, and Co-Chairman with Mr. 
E. Chanan of the Board of Managers of 
the Schools) 

Mr. Chanan, who presided, said that 
the Zionist Movement in this country had 
taken the initiative in supporting schools 
which should combine first-class secular 
education with good Jewish education. 
including Modern Hebrew. At Hillel 
House Schools they were proud that they 
had brought the Federation of Syna- 
gogues and the Zionist Federation into 
partnership for the education of their 
children. This partnership had proved 
a very great success im every respect 
They had a waiting list, and as soon as 
the new premises were ready they would 
have 150 children in their school.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ISRAEL'S UNITY 


E account of the Giving of 

the Law on Mount Sinai, 

which distinguishes our 
Sidra of the week, provides a fertile 
ground for rabbinic comment in 
Midrashic times and later In 
particular, the words of the Ten 
Commandments were skilfully 
utilised as vehicles of great religious 
and moral teaching, covering almost 
the whole range .of Torah 


But this apples not only to the Ten 
Commandments Even the verses 
descriptive of the antecedents to the 
Great Revelation-—the prologue to the 
fen Commandments—were invested 
with a heightened meaning. in tune 
with the great theme which they serve 
to herald 

Ihe second verse in the story of 
Revelation (Exodus xix, 2), which 
speaks of the journeyings of the Chil- 
dren of Israe! and of their final arrival! 
at the foot of Mount Sinai. exhibits 
a grammatical discrepancy. Slight as 
this is, ut did not escape the keen eye 
of the rabbis. who. in Pesikta 
12. 107, used ut cleverly to expound 
one of the fine thoughts of Judaism. 
The verse begins in the plural and ends 
in the singular. “ They were departed 
from and he (Israel) encamped 
before the mount.” Why suddénly 
77", when only a moment before the 
correct word is used ? 

fo the rabbis this was revealing 
The Torah, they say, was not given 
to the Children of Israc! until they al! 


became as of one heart. 


As long as the Children of Israel were 
no of one mind and of a singic 
purpose they were incapable of receiv- 
ing the Law of God 


"THE profound idea enshrined in this 

rabbinic comment was given more 
explicit formulation, at a later age, by 
the great Rabbi Judah Loeb of 
Prague. He based his exposition on 
the quaint Talmudic legend that, like 
Israel, the Almighty Himself observed 
the commandment relating to Tefillin 
and that, corresponding to the verse 
“ Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God, 
the Lord is One.” inscribed in our 
Tefillin. the scroll of the Divine 
phylacteries contained the inscription 
“And who is like My people. like 
Israc!. one nation on the earth?” 

The unity of Israel, says Rabb: 
Judah, constitutes a parallel on earth 
to the unity of God. In spite of the 
diversity and multiplicity of His attri- 
butes, His “ appearances,’ the funda- 
mental reality of God is one: in spite 
of the diversity and fragmentation of 
the Jewish people all over the world, 
its basic reaity one 

Israel's unity as a nation is indeed 
inexplicable, but so is Divine unity. 


The basis of Divine unity, Widt, is, 
in cabbalistic rlance, its numerical 
equivalent love: likewise the 
brotherly love which unites Jews the 
world over spells out the unity of 
Israel, the earthly “SiN. This unity 
is the prototype of the unity of man- 
kind “in the end of days.” Israel's 
umigque oneness personifies, in a sense, 
the oneness of Good and bears witness 
to the essential oneness of the whole 
of Creation 


T Mount Sinai, Isracl became 

God's people But not before it 
experienced the kind of "9G" 
which made the com- 
plete Onty then could the Divine 
law be put into its charge. “ How full 
of meaning.” a Chassidic teacher, 
following —_ this ine of thought 
exclaimed, “How full of meaning 
becomes now the sirange passage in 
the Passover Hagada, which asserts 
that Had He brought us to Mount 
Sinai and not given us the Law. 13°%, 
it would have sufficed [to cause us to 
rejorce}|. The supreme experience of 
Jewish umty of heart at the foot of 
Mount Sinai, # not the culmimation 
of Divine Revelation, was certainly its 
predisposition. Whenever it recurs it 
is in itself sufficient cause for great 
reyorcing, in Heaven as on earth.

adjudication of the claims. 


Heirless Property 


The Executive requested its officers to

Chief Rabbi’s Tribute 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi, accompanied by 
M-,. Brodie, gave an address on the 
Hebrew teaching profession and 
Jewish education when he attended 
the tenth anniversary celebration of 
the establishment of the National! 
Union of Hebrew Teachers of Great 
Britain and Ireland at the Marcus 
Samuel Hall of the New Synagogue, 
Stamford Hill, N.16, last Saturday. 

The President of the Union, Miss B. J. 
Barwell, presided. About two hundred 
and fifty people were present. 

Miss Barwell recalled that the. Union

—it was then called 
Hebrew Teachers “—-was not aerceted 
birth, but nt had 


rapturousiy at ius 

weathered the storm. It had been their 
threefold aim, first, to advance educa- 
tional standards: secondly, to advance 
professional standards among. their 
teachers: and thirdly, and above aii, to 
raise the satus of Hebrew teaching. 

The Chief Rabbi said that im the years 
of struggle the Union knew that he was 
behind them and prepared to help them, 
in reason. He was pleased to hear of 
some of the achievements that could be 
recorded to the credit of the’ Union so 
far as salaries, holidays with pay, pension 
schemes, sickness benefits and so on were 
concerned. There had been an attitude, 
said the Chief Rabbi. that the teaching 
profession could be ignored and its just 
demands sect aside. It was, therefore, no 
little achievement to have been able to 
“plug” at the authorities to obtain 
elementary rights and recognition. 

As the years went by, said the Chief 
Rabbi, he could see in their community 
a whole network of Jewish day schools 
—primary and secondary—and he could 
also see how necessary it was going to be 
in their communry to ensure an adequate 
supply of Jewish teachers who would be 
able to staff those schools. In_ this 
connection the Chief Rabbi referred to 
the Faculty for the Training of Teachers 
which, he recalled, was established a few 
years ago and was run “jointly by 
the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education and Jews’ College. 


Sacred Vocation 


“1 feel.” be -said, “that not sufficient 
advantage is taken of the facilities offered 
by the Faculty for men and women to 
train fully for an important full-time and 
sacred vocation.” 

To those who did not feel disposed to 
train under the Faculty on the grounds 
that there was no ftachlit and no Ssecurny 
in it. and that after having undergone the 
training there would be no post available 
as a full-trme teacher, he would sav: 
“ There is much scope and opportunity.’ 

Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman (minister 
of the synagogue) and the Rev. J. 
Goldbloom (the veteran Hebrew educa- 
tionist) were the guest speakers, and 
the guest chazan for the occasion was 
the Rev. S. B. Taube. who was accom- 
panied on the piano by Handel Rosen 
Rabbi Dr. Lehrman stressed the vital 
umportance of teachers being recognised 
from the point of view of status and 
salaries. 


Speaking .in. Yiddish, Mr. Gold- 
bloom said that while the Anglo-Jewish 
community was conspicuous for § its 


generosity for charity, it did not do nearly 
enough for education. Yeshivot and 
Talmud Torahs were struggling, while 
the classes which met only twice or three 
times a week could not possibly attain 
the high standard which they needed. 
Mrs. Arnold Harris (the first Hon. 
Secretary of the Union) also spoke, and 
a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi for 
his address was moved by Mr ; 
Rosen (1 ondon Vice-Pre sident).

Nutting told Mr. ArtHuR HENDERSON 
(Lab., Rowley Regis and Tipton) that the 
Government were in close consultation 
with their co-signatories of the Tripartite 
Declaration and also, as occasion arose, 
with other friendly countries who might 
be potential suppliers. 

Mr. Henderson referred to the supply 
of Centurion tanks by Britain to Egypt, 
and asked if the consultation mentioned 
by Mr. Nutting included the supply of 
armaments of equal quantry to Isracl.

Welcoming the Club members, Mr. 
Arthur Snowman, Chairman, Religious 
Advisory Committee, A.J.Y., and of the 
Welfare Committee of the United Syna- 
goguc, said that it was “ utier nonsense ” 
to say, aS some people did, that there 
was nothing religious about the A.J.Y. 

Mr. Polack stressed the rcligious 
motive as a principal feature of the story. 

The main morals of the Resettlement 
story, he said, were the gradualness with 
which the resettlement had been effected 
and the overcoming of the herd instinct 
which had acknowledged the principle of 
diversity, enabling the Jewish community 
to play its part in the development of 
the country.

RABBI LEWIN IN LONDON 


Agudist Leader on Israel's Position 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


A tumultuous welcome was given 
to Rabbi IL. M. Lewin, Chairman of 
the World Aguda Executive and 
leader of the Agudist section in the 
Knesset, when he arrived on Monday 
at Woburn House, London. to 
address a public meeting under the 
Chairmanship of Rabbi S, Pinter. As 
Rabbi Lewin made his way to the 
platform people crowded round hrm 
to shake him by the hand. The 
meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Agudas Israel Organisation. of 
Gsreat Britain. 

Rabbi Lewin was for four and a half 
Minisier of Social Welfare in the 
Israchi Government and left " on the 
decision of the Moetzet Gedolei Hatorah 
in Jerusalem. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, referring to 
Israel, said that in the present situation 
they should ask themselves whether God 
was with them. They knew the answer;

Ministers quote the passage: * Not by 
might, nor by power, but by My spirit,

Action Against Aggression 


He understood. from an authoritative 
source, said Mr. Goodman, that in the 
evemt of any large-scale aggression in the 
Middle East on the part of any neigh- 
bours of Israel, the American Sixth 
Ailantic Fleet which was now in the 
Mediterranean would immediaicly move 
and acroplanes based at Cyprus would 
also take action. He understood that 
one of the objects of the talks now taking 
place between the President of the United 
States and Sir Anthony Eden in Washing- 
ton was to endeavour to raise the whole 
problem once again at the United Nations. 

In a lengthy address Rabbi Lewin 
referred in particular to the two attitudes 
and outlooks—one which viewed the 
Jewish people as a holy people who lived 


in conformity with the Torah and 
regarded God as the regulator and 
legislator of their life and conduct, 


remaiming faithful to His precepts and 


commandments; and the other with a 
secular outlook on life. 

Dealing with the dangers confronting 
Israel, Rabbi Lewin said: * There is no 
other way and no other answer to this 
question than to do Teshuva and to lift 
up our eyes to our Heavenly Father.” He 
will fight our batth for us and im a 
twinkling of an eye can transform the 
situation for us.” For the Almighty had 
been with them so far—how could the 
events which had happened im Israel and 
had ted to the establishment of the State 
have been the result of mere chance? The 
“ Finger of God” had been behind it all. 

Eretz Yisracl was being built up and 
there was Torah and Yiddishkeit in 
certain places, he said. But, in general, 
life there was not organised and based 
on the Jewish way of life, and it was 
wrong to introduce into Isracl _ those 
things which had been imbibed and assim- 
ilated in non-Jewish surroundings. 
“ Eretz Yisrael,” said Rabbi Lewis, is 
being built up on physical foundations, 
but the Neshama (the spirit) is lacking.”’ 
Though, he said, they found themselves 
surrounded by enemies, Israel, instead of 
being united was riddled with 
parties. Just now It was vital that they 
should be one people 

Rabbi Lewin referred to the Mizrachi 
and Hapoel Hamizrachi who, he stated, 
trod the way of compromise between the 
two outlooks which he had described. 
The Mizrachi, he added, had lost its self- 
respect. The Agudas Israel were the true 
fighters for Yiddishkeit in Eretz Israel. 

Rabbi A. Babad and Rabbi Cymerman 
also spoke. 

Rabbi Lewin told me in an: interview 
that st was the duty of every responsible 
and self-respecting Jew in the world to 
approach world statesmen with the object 
of preventing the Arabs from carrying 
out their nefarious designs against the 
existence of the Jewish State. “ But,” 
he went on, “if Israel is given sufficient 
arms to balance those of the Arab States, 
peace in the Middle East is assured. 
Because Israci will never attack her neigh- 
bours and the Arabs will fear Israel's 
strength.” 

Referring to the Aguda in Israel, Rabbi 
Lewin > J “ Despite the fact that it is 
now three and a half years since we left 
the Government, the Yishuv appreciates 
the fact that we are in opposition for 
the purpose of strengthening our religion 
and not for the sake of opposing.”

AVERTING WAR IN 
MIDDLE EAST 


Labour Party's Six-Point Policy 


The National Executive of the 
Labour Party last week issued a state- 
ment viewing “ with the gravest con- 
cern” the situation now developing 
in the Middle East. The danger of 
war in the area, it said, was very real. 

An armed clash, the statement declared, 
could touch off a war which would 
spread beyond the region. After deplor- 
ing Government “ weakness, confusion, 
and vacillation ’’ in the Middle East, the 
Executive put forward a six-point peace 
policy. 

(1) It would give the United Nations 
Truce Supervision Organisation for Pales- 
tine a small international force to stop 
incidents. (2) Keep a careful balance of 
arms between Israel and the Arab States. 
(3) Call on Russia to aid the West in its 
mamitenance. (4) The West should declare 
that tt would immediately aid any 
attacked State. (5) A_ real settlement, 
including Arab recognition of Israel, 
should be sought. (6) The United Nations 
should arrange economic aid to peaceful 
Middle East States.

the Government, Parliament, and people 
of Isracl had already provided a new 
home for the Knesset. There the 
Menorah would be received and there 
it would remain—in itself an acknowledg- 
ment by them of their deep and sincere 
appreciation of the great debt they 
af owed to the Jewish people. The State 
of Isracl had adopted the Menorah as 
its own national emblem, and they were 
proud that the opportunity had been given 
to them to take advantage of the genius 
of this renowned artist and to present 
to the young and vigorous State of Israel 
this token of admiration and respect for 
them and for its outstanding achieve- 
ments. May the light that would shine 
from the Menorah never be extinguished 
and never even be dimmed, said. Mr. 
Davies. 

Mr. Hugh Gaitskell (Leader of the 
Opposition) said he was very happy to 
associate the Labour Party with the other 
two parties at that celebration. 

That was rather a special gift, first, 
because the State of Israel was a very new 
democracy and because it was set in a 
situation of considerable danger and 
anxiety, said Mr. Gaitskell. They were all 
in great sympathy with the people of 
Israel in the special circumstances in 
which she now found herself, and it 
was fittrng that this Menorah should be 
going to Israel at the present time and 
should be going to its Parliament which 
was modelled very closely on their own 
Parliament. They would all of them be 
proud to think that a sculpture of this 
character would be standing in the new 
Knesset building as a permanent memorial 
of the sympathy and friendship of the 
British people and of British Parliamen- 
tarians for the people of Israel and their 
democracy. It would be a reminder to 
them of what friends they had in Britain. 


Israel's Thanks 


The Israeli Ambassador, Mr. Elath, 
expressed, on behalf of his Government 
and of the Speaker of the Knesset, 
Isracl’s sincerest thanks to the Menorah 
Fund Committee for their initiative in 
presenting to Isracl this magnificent gift of 
Mr. Benno Elkan’s noble Menorah. They 
were deeply grateful to all those persons 
and organisations who had contributed so 
generously to the success of this project. 

He expressed thanks to Lord Samuel. 
Mr. Clemént Davies, Dr. Lerner. Mr. 
Gilbert McAllister—and Mr. Elkan 
himself. The Speaker of the Knesset had 
also asked him to express his particular 
pleasure at the news that Mr. Clement 
Davies and Dr. Lerner would come in 
person to Israel to make the official 
presentation. 

In this great seven-branched lamp, Mr. 
Benno Elkan had admirably succeeded, 
said Mr. Elath, in presenting a visual 
summary of Jewish history—from the 
ae days of our Prophets and spiritual 

aders, through the heroic stand of the 
Maccabees, through the dark centuries of 
Diaspora, right up to the modern heirs of 
the Macca —-the fighters of the 
Warsaw Ghetto—and the pioneers who 
laid the foundations of Israel's statehood 
and independence. 

Mr. Glenvil Hall, said the 
Menorah was perhaps the sculptor’s most 
famous work, and they, as Parliamen- 
tarians, were delighted to feel that they 
had had some share in not only getting 
the work completed, but in assisting its 

ssage’ to what was its proper home—the 

nesset of Isracl. 

Mr. Benno Elkan, in his reply, said he 
felt rather “‘empty,” because he had 
poured out his heart and soul in this 
work. He expressed the hope that his 
work, which showed the source of the 
power of the Jews, would contribute even 
in a small way to what they all, and 
particularly the hard-pressed Jews of 
Israel, longed for—peace. 

Among those also present were a 
number of M.P.s, including Mr. Barnett 
Janner.

SERVICE

raised for the Kosher School-Meals 
Service, 

The main reason for i - the 
gathering, | was told by r, Nathan 
Rudin, Hon. Secretary of the Kosher 
School-Meals Service, was to raise funds 
to meet the growing demands for the 
opening of new meal centres in the North- 
West London area. The committee are 
secking new premises, so that a second set 
of central kitchens can be adapted and 
equipped to supply a further 2,500 meals 
daily.

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U.N. FORCE FOR MIDDLE EAST ? 
Britain Ready to Send Troops 


By a Dip‘omatic Correspondent 

Fvidence is mounting that Britain 
is seriously thinking of a United 
Nations force on the Isracli-Arab 
borders as one of the answers to the 
Middle East conflict. Such proposals 
are supposed to have been discussed 
in Washington this week. In the mean- 
time, the British Government is 
believed to be discrectiy doimg all in 
its power to block any source of arms 


for Israc! from outside the Nato 
countr.es. 

Oficial circles maintain that the 
Government will support any action 


recommended by General Burns, the U.N 
Truce Chief, be it a strengthening of his 
team of supervisors or the dispatch of 
troops detailed by the Security Council. 
These circles add, however, that « will 
be hard to overcome Israch reluctaice 
to permitting an infringement of Israci 
sovereignty It is beleved that the 
Linited States Government would be most 
reluctamt to support the idea, since il 
would require Soviet assent. 

The idea of dispatching U.N. troops 
to the Middle East was given strong sup- 
port by Mr. Alfred Robens, the chil 
Labour Party spokesman on _ forcign 
aflairs. im an outspoken speech al a 
Forcign Press Association lunchron this 
week. and one gathered the impression 
that he had put this view forcefully to 
the Prime Minister and to the Forcign 
Secretary. Mr. Robens said that the 
pacification of the presem border by U.N. 
troops, who need not be stationed along 
the whole line but al certaim ports, was 
the only step of any value that could 
possibly be taken at present. He thought 
that troops from neutral countrics, under 
indian command, should be recruited for 
the task

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FRANCE CONDEMNS BAGHDAD PACT 
Memorandum to London and Washington 


From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 
In the French view, further Western 
aitempts to bring reluctant Arab 


States into the Baghdad Pact and to 
win Arab favour by conjuring up 
yviweons of the dismemberment of 
Isracl may lead to a Catastrophe in 
the Middle East. And the best way 
to retrieve an already “extremely 
dangerous situation” is for the Big 
Three Western Powers henceforth to 
act in unison, meeting the Soviet 
challenge where it is most threatening, 
namely in the economic field, and 
working for an Israeli-Arab peace 
settiement through maintenance of the 
Israchi-Arab equilrbrium in conformity 
with the Tripartite Declaration. 

Such is the gtst of a closely reasoned 
French memorandum delivered in London 
and Washington on the eve of the Eden- 
talks. 

The memorandum disposes im no 
uncertain terms of Sw Anthony Eden's 
“oeace proposals,” which are described 
is foredoomed and inopportunc.” 
By contrast, Mr. Foster Dulles’s “ peace 
olan ts praised for its constructive- 
mss "' and “ prudence.” Great stress is 
lad on the need for an Israch-Arab 
«tilement as the main priority in the 
Middle East: the possibility of some 
form of mediation is mooted. though not 
held to be essential. 


Growing Tension 


france has been more outspoken with 
her Brittsh and American allies on this 
occasion than for many a long year. Her 
candour ts due not only to a natural 
resentment at the way she 1s being by- 
passed by her alhes in the Middle East, 
bui by the gravy of the crisis there, 
which ts felt to be largely the result of 
Anglo-American muisjudgment and mis- 


anagemem., A good deal of hard 
thinking and all the hard = experience 
which France has gained of Arab 


nationalism in North Africa have gone 
into the memorandum, the contents 
of which were summed up by a French 
foragn Ministry spokesman as follows: 
“ The memorandum gives an account 
of the rivalries between Arab countries. 
of the intrigues brewing there, of the 
growing tension between Israel and her 
nciehbours ind of the Soviet initiatives 
in the region. 
[he memorandum recalls that when 
the Baghdad Pact scheme was 


launched, the French Government. albeit 
no consulted, conveyed to Lohdon and 
Washington its own very serious doubts 
about the project. menace confront. 
ing the free world is much tess of a 
military than of an cconomic ‘and 
Politica! nature. 

Ihe French Government considers 
that the Western Powers’ efforts should 
be mainly directed to the economic sphere. 
The establishment of an economic 
programme of mutual aid for the develap- 
mem of the Middle East countfies, pro- 
vided that it is mot set in the framework 
of the Baghdad Pact, would constitute the 
most cflective means of making the 
countries concerned realise that thew 
best interests lic in solidarity with the 
West. That its why the Anglo-American 
initiatives in regard to the Aswan project 
have drawn the attention of the French 
Government, which trusts that the rele- 
vant problems will continue to be the 
subject of exchanges of view taking into 
account the legitimate interests of the 
Powers concerned 


Dangerous Situation 


* As regards the tension between Israel 
and the Arab States, the memorandum 
emphasises that the siuation im _ the 
Middle East will remain dangcrous so 
long as no solution ts found for a 
peaceful sctilement of the conflict. Ihe 
French Governmem will be happy to 
associate wah all endeavours to 
bring about a lasting peace in this area 

In this connection, the memorandum 
stresses the interest of the proposals put 
forward by Mr. Foster Dulles on August 
20, 1955 Ihe French Government has 
besides, cxamined the speech which Sir 
Amnony bden delivered on November 9 
lat and im which the British Prime 
Minister suggested a solution to th 
Israch-Arab conflict The French Gov-

Ihe French Government is_ therefore 
ready for any exchange of views with 
London and Washington designed to 
formulate concrete proposals which the 
co-signatories of the [Tripartite Declara 
tion would try. to get the imicrested parties 
to accepl The French Government 
desires a well-thought-out, mature, and 
closely concerted course of action to 
parry the Soviet thrusis in the Middk 
East.” 

It is understood thal, as a first step 
France would like the Western Powers 
to reaffirm in no uncertain fashion th 
Tripartite Declaration, and to restore the 
now disrupied balance of I[sracii-Arab 
armed strength, so that the peril of war

DURING the 23rd International Congress 
of Orientalists, held at Cambridge in August, 
1954, a meeting was convened by a group of 
Jewish scholars to discuss the foundation in 
England of an Academy of Jewish Learning. 
It is proposed that this Academy) should 
promote and co ordinate studies and research 
in many different spheres. These would 
include all the branches of knowledge 
directly concerned with Judaism, all that has 
heen created or contributed by Jewish 
th kers in the civilrsation of every age, and 


atl that may tliumuinate both the esscnce of 
Judaism and the destiny ofl Jewry as a 
people and a religious community. Special 


emphasis ts intended to be laid on the 
subjects which constitute the springs of 
Judatsm Bibic. Halacha, 


philosophy and poctry 


lalmud. 


In establishing this Academy its founders 
have had particular regard to the following 
contemporary circumstances the destruc- 
tion of Jewish institutions of higher learning 
on the Continent; the increasing lack of 
interest in Jewish learning among the general 
public; and the absorption of rabbis and 
teachers in work other than that of a 
scientific character Those who are 
concerned with this project are aware, on 
the one hand, of the frustration of young 
Jewish scholars who wish to follow the 
profession of Jewish learning, and also, on 
the other hand, of the desire of the Jewish 
public to understand, from the sources, the 
creative ideas of Judaism and their inter- 
relation with the forces of — historical 
evolution. Moreover, they are specially 
conscious of the comparative neglect in 
Jewish circles of fruitful research on the 
Bible, and of the urgent need for a true 
evaluation of the place of the Bible in Jewish 
thought | 

Although it is hoped that the educational 
benefits and general influence of the 
Academy will become widespread, its actual 
work must naturally devolve upon scholars 
and experts in their several fields of 
learning. Full membership of the Academy 
wil therefore be reserved to Jewish scholars 
who hold, or have held, an academic 
appointment or its equivalent in a university 
or other recognised higher institute or a 


sermnary of Jewish learning Provision will 

aiso De made tor the election of a limited 
numoecr Of honorary, associate. and corre- 


sponding members, and likewise for the 
institution of a roll of benefactors. The 


Academy will be primarily concerned with 
ihe co-ordination of Jewish research. to be 
undertaken by scholars of recognised 
Standing in their respective fields. Contact 
will De established with national and inter- 
naliona!l Dodies, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
inierested in such research, and the 
cobadoration of non-Jewish specialists will 
be .welcomed.

THE NEXT STEP 


Arrer all the publicity which has sur- 
rounded the Epen-EIseENHOWER meeting in 
Washington this week there is bound to be 
a good deal of disappointment that, to judge 
by the official communiqué, so little real 
progress was achieved. So far as the position 
in the Middle East is concerned probably 
no harm can be done by holding a meeting 
of the three Powers who are signatories of 
the Tripartite Declaration of 1950. But this 
decision is hardly calculated to reassure the 
public that a positive policy has been elabor- 
ated or that the joint efforts of Great Britain 
and the United States have gone any distance 
towards improving Israel's precarious secur- 
ity, The “teeth” which we were led to 
expect were to be put into the Tripartite 
Agreement still seem to be missing. The 
fact is that this problem is today so compli- 
cated that it defies any simple solution 
thought up by Powers outside the Middle 
East itself. The Northern Tier and Baghdad 
Pact concepts have backfired, and all the 
Arab countries except Iraq are in a neutralist 
frame of mind and are determined to express 
their independence of Western political guid- 
ance. Seen against this background, a very 
faint ray of hope is discernible in the report 
which we publish this week from a Diplo- 
matic Correspondent, on page 14, that 
Colonel Nasser is believed to be willing to 
acknowledge the existence of Israel provided 
he receives “ some face-saving concessions.” 
Once this initial step of the recognition that 
Israel has come to stay is taken, the road 
may lie open—though of necessity it must 
be a very difficult one-towards mediation 
and ultimately negotiation. If, indeed, 
Colonel NASSER is thinking along these lines, 
every encouragement should be given to 
General BuRNS to secure peace along the 
frontiers so that by degrees a reduction in 
tension can be followed by more positive 
action in the diplomatic field. 


JEWISH REFUGEE SERVICE 


THe publication of the twenty-second 
annual report, for 1954, of the Central 
British Fund for Jewish Relief and 
Rehabilitation, together with information on 
activities and statistics for most of 1955, is 
a reminder of the fact that a great work of 
Jewish brotherhoc J, initiated when 
Hitlerism first cast its shadow across Jewish 
life, still continues to operate. The Report 
alludes to the illness of Mr. ANTHONY DE 
ROTHSCHILD, the Chairman of the Fund, and 
is signed on his behalf by Mr. Harry SACHER, 
and, looking at the list of members of the 
Council, one is struck by the extent to which 
a few men, of whom Mr. De ROTHSCHILD is 
one, have borne the burden of responsibility 
for its work without intermission. The Report 
pays tribute to the work of the Jewish 
Refugees Committee, and is supplemented 
by detailed accounts showing the destination 
of the allocations the Fund has made—an 
example which might well be copied by all 
funds which raise large sums from the 
community, whether on a local or a national 
basis. What appears plain is that, although 
the Central British Fund has ceased to issue 
fresh appeals, long-term tasks await it, both 
in administering sums collected in the past 
and in handling moneys received through 
the Claims Conference from German sources 
in respect of restitution and reparations. It 
is a pity that there has recently pervaded the 
operations of the Central British Fund the 
spirit of the valetudinarian who thinks only 
of his inevitable dissolution. There is stil] 
time for it to reappraise its position. 
ADEN JEWRY 

For reasons with which one can hardly 
quarrel, but which must nevertheless cause 
regret at their implications, the Jews of 
Aden will not now be represented on the 
Legislative Council. As reported on page 
14 of this issue, the Governor, Sir Tom 
HiICKINBOTHAM, has declined to nominate a 
representative of the community for mem- 
bership of the new Council, explaining his 
action by pointing to the considerable 
reduction in the size of the community 
(which was, of course, a direct result of the 
1947 riots—when 82 Jews were killed by 
Arabs, and property valued at £900,000 was 
destroyed—with consequent emigration), and 
to the falling off in influence of the com- 
munity in the Colony’s commerce. These 
arguments seem valid, but it is a_ pity, 
for many reasons, not least its long history, 
that this old-established community is no 
longer in a position to raise its voice in the 
affairs of the Colony. It may be some small 
comfort for Aden Jews to have the 


Governor's assurance that their rights and 
interests will, even though they are not 
directly represented on the Council, be safe- 
guarded. Fortunately, the Board of 
Deputies in London, on which the com- 
munity is represented, is fully aware of the 
difficulties facing these hapless Jews, 
particularly their financial problems, and is 
making every effort to have their grievances 
investigated by the authorities. These 
financial troubles were a direct result of the 
1947 disturbances, which left a large number 
of Jews destitute, The authorities have main- 
tained that there were no legal or moral 
grounds for compensation, although they 
agreed to make certain rather inadequate 
grants on an ex gratia basis for rehabilita- 
tion purposes, as well as interest-free loans, 
amounting in all to about £80,000, repayable 
in 15 years from 1952. Many recipients, 
still struggling against odds to re-establish 
themselves, now find that they will be 
unable to repay the loans. However, in 
view of the fact that the difficulties of the 
community are not of their own making, but 
are in part due to a failure by the local 
authorities at the time to provide adequate 
protection during the riots, it would not seem 
to be unreasonable to ask the Colonial 
Office to forgo the comparatively small 
amount involved. 


RECORD SALE 


Ir has been pleasantly instructive, and 
most encouraging, to note the reception 
given by the public to the special 64-page 
Supplement that was issued with last week's 
Jewish CHRONICLE in honour of the 
Tercentenary of the resettlement of the Jews 
in this country. Normally one would not 
comment, except perhaps at the moment of 
issue, On a supplement issued with a news- 
paper, but this occasion is one of particular 
interest and lessons have been derived from 
this unprecedented publication which are of 
value for future guidance and may not be 
lacking in interest also for the historian. In 
the first place, in anticipation of an added 
demand, the usual printing order was 
increased by a few thousand, to 65,400 
copies. Firm sales, and not’ simply 
“ circulation,” by Wednesday this week, had 
accounted, apart from a few hundred 
voucher copies, for the whole issue, and 
there were orders for nearly 3,000 more 
which unfortunately could not be fulfilled, 
and we must, therefore, express our regret to 
those people who, having failed to place their 
orders in advance, were unable to secure 
copies. About 23 tons of paper were used for 
the combined paper and Supplement. The 
response not only on the sales side has been 
most gratifying, and from early last Friday 
morning there has been a steady stream of 
telegrams, telephone calls, letters, and 
personally offered congratulations from all 
parts of the country. There has also, of 
course, been the anticipated criticism of 
Omissions in various spheres, although it was 
pointed out last week that demands on 
space inevitably caused certain items to be 
left out. We are endeavouring during this 
Tercentenary year to repair any omissions 
by publishing further historical articles and 
pictures in the paper itself, so that, together 
with the Supplement, the year’s records will 
be as comprehensive as possible. We are 
very grateful to all our readers for their 
overwhelmingly kind reception, which leads 
us to believe that we have gone some way 
towards producing a worthy memento of a 
worthy occasion in the community’s life. Nor 
should we omit to express our thanks to the 
advertisers who supported this effort. It 
must be added that it was achieved just at 
a moment when trouble hit the printing trade 
and a “work-to-rule” movement, ordered 
by certain unions in dispute with the 
employers, began to affect the time-tables of 
a great number of weekly newspapers and 
periodicals. Therefore, it is appropriate to 
add an extra word of thanks publicly to all 
those who in the past few months worked so 
willingly together to get the Supplement out.

The editing and translation of the Yearbook 
are of a high order; and the editor—Mr. 
Reuven Alcalay, of the Prime Minister's Office, 
a well-established Hebraist in his own right— 
is to be congratulated. I must, however, make 
the following stiggestions for incorporation in 
future editions: 

There is no uniformity in the spelling of place- 
names (Safed, p. 241; Saffad, p. Safad, 
p. 343), or of proper names (Kaddish Luz, the 
new Cabinet Minister, p. 9; Kadish Lus, p. 13). 

The publishing in the English edition, as in 
the Hebrew edition, of the names of the senior 
civil servants is very helpful. But as this list 
is frequently referred to when addressing letiers, 
it would be even more helpful if it were made 
clear, for example, that B. Arian, Assistant 
Director-General in the Ministry of Labour, Is 
Mrs. B. Arian. It would also be easicr to grasp 
the structure of the Ministries if their staff lists 
were shown in single and not in doub-e columns, 


Government Officials 


Although the Tourist Centre is mentioned in 
the chapter on the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, the names of the senior staff are not 
given on page 84 with those of the rest of the 
Ministry. Conversely, although the names of 
21 senior officials of the Government Housing 
Division are given in the staff list of the Ministry 
of Labour on p. 271, the activities of that Divi- 
sion (shown in last year’s edition) has been com 
pletely dropped in this year’s edition, both m 
English and in Hebrew. The name of the 
Officer Commanding the Southern ( Military) Dis- 
trict of Israel—Aluf-Mishneh Z\!

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THE GRAVE OF MANASSEH

1 MOST at the beginning of 
Anglo-Jewry’s Tercentenary 
year | made a pilgrimage to 

the tomb of the man who perhaps 
more than any other single person 
was instrumental in securing the 
readmission of the Jews to Britain 
-Manasseh ben Israel. He lies 
buried “at the  time-hallowed 
Portuguese Jewish cemetery at 
‘Ouderkerk-on-the-Amstel, a few 
miles south-east of Amsterdam, 
under the protective branches of an 
immense gnarled hawthorn tree, a 
few yards from the bank of this 
quiet, rustic Dutch stream, and 
almost in the shadow of the charac- 
teristic Dutch draw-bridge, of the 
spires of two village churches, 
rotestant and Catholic, and of a 
row of neat low village houses, just 
across the water. 


Dutch Setting 


Ihere can be no greater contrast 
than between this typically Dutch 
setting and the turbulent and harassed 
life and audacious dreams this 

rabbi, printer, and diplomat,” or 
“Hebrew philosopher and divine,” as 
he préferred to -consider himself. 
There can be no greater incongruity 
than between this flat and homely 
Dutch landscape and the cos- 
mopolitan scholar who, born in 
Lisbon, had reached Amsterdam as a 
child via Madeira and La Rochelle, 
had written a Hebrew grammar at the 
age of 17 and later, both in his own 
writings and in the works which he 
accepted for printing, shown himself 
to be equally at home in Hebrew. 
Portuguese, Spanish, and Latin.as in 
Dutch, and even in English. 

No greater disparity can be 
imagined than between this neat 
Ouderkerk “doll’s house,” and the 
life of Manasseh ben Israel who as 
a child had to flee with his parents 
from the Portuguese Inquisition, which 
left his father destitute and in broken 
health for the rest of his days. After 
attaining world fame as a scholar and 
becoming the friend of other European 
scholars, composing and delivering 
.the official address of welcome on the 
vist to the Amsterdam Sephardic 
Synagogue, on May 22, 1642, of 
Prince Frederik Hendrik of Orange 
accompanied by Queen Henrietta 
Maria, consort of King Charles | of 
England; corresponding with Queen 
Christina of Sweden, and winning the 
ear of the Lord Protector of England. 
Oliver Cromwell, Manasseh died, 
having himself experienced al! the 
vicissitudes of fortune, in his turn a 
broken, destitute, sick, and disap- 
pointed man whose gifted sons had 
Preceded him to the grave. 


Inconspicuous Tomb 


Nor can there be a greater disparity 
than between this level. low-lying 
sodden soil and the fiery mind of 
Manasseh, whose thoughts travelled 
back to ancient Palestine and Baby- 
Ona, and forward to the shores of 
Brazil where the Dutch in those days 
had found a new outlet for their 
energies. to the distant regions “ across 
the River Sambation,” where some of 
Israel's Lost Ten Tribes were reported 
‘0 live in the country now called 
Ecuador, and—in the last period of his 
life that. other corner-of-the- 
earth.”

N réceiving my new copy of 

the “Jewish Year Book” 

for 1956, I noticed in the 
preface that this issue was the 
diamond jubilee one, the first having 
been published in 1896 by Leopold 
J. Greenberg and edited by the late 
Joseph Jacobs. I then took down 
from my bookshelf one of my most 
precious possessions, my copy of 
the first “ Jewish Year Book.” As 
I handled it tenderly, a flood of 
thoughts and emotions surged over 
me. 


An adequate summary of the 
coments of the first Year Book 1s 
given in “ The History of the Jewish 
Chronicle, 1841-1941.” Broadly 
speaking, the basic features of the first 
Year Book have been retained through- 
out all subsequent issues, although. 
naturally, one must find expansions. 
rearrangements, and shifts of emphasis 
due to the constantly changing times 


Notes on Lineage 


There are, of course, also differences 
between the 1896 and the 1956 issues. 
of which only a few can here be 
mentioned. In the 1896 edition a 
lengthy section is devoted to “ The 
Jewish Peerage, Baronetage, and 
Knightage,” resplendent with care- 
fully engraved reproductions of the 
respective armorial bearings, complete 
with heraldic commentari¢s and long 
notes on lineage. When we come to 
examine this material, however, we 
find we are much better off in 1956 
than we were sixty years ago, as far 
as the actual number of Jewish 
bearers of titles is concerned. In 
1896. there were only three Jewish 
members of the English peerage, 
whereas in 1956 our Year Book lists 
13 peers; in 1896, there were only 
six Jewish baronets, whereas in 1956 
there are 12; in 1896, there were 
11 Jewish knights, in 1956 our Year 
Book lists 43--and if we include 
Professor Hersch Lauterpacht, Col. 
F. C. Stern, and Professor Solly 
Zuckerman, who were knighted in the 
last New Year Honours List, we may 
reckon no fewer that 46 Jewish knights 
today. 


A Heart of Wisdom 


By NATHANIEL JACOBS 


Our first “ Jewish Year Book ” tells 
us that in 1896 there were only seven 
Jewish Members of Parliament, who 
were all Conservatives or Liberal- 
Unionists, with the single exception of 
Sir Samuel Montagu, who sat as a 
Radical! for what was then the Tower 
Hamlets Division of Whitechapel. A 
clear sign of the changed times and 
trends is the fact that, in 1956, out 
of 18 Jewish Members of Parliament, 
all are Labour except Sir Henry 
dAvigdor Goldsmid, a Conservative 

Naturally, the comprehensive mat- 
erial on the State of Israel and on 
Zionist and cognate institutions, 
which for several years now we have 
found in our “Jewish Year Books,” 
is entirely missing from 1896 
issue, which, M 1s true, has two or 
three important references to Dr. 
Herz!. Under the list of notable 
events from August, 1895, to July, 
1896, the following two entries are 
to be found: 

January i7th. 1896, Dr. Theodor Herz) 
explains his scheme for a Jewish State.” 

“July 6, 1896. Maccabean Dinner to Dr 
Theodor Herz!.” 

There is another reference to Herz, 
at the end of the section: “A Glance 
at 5656.” in the first ‘Year Book. 
which is a unique survey of events in 
Jewish life and letters all over the 
world that took place in the previous 
Jewish year. I shall refer later to 
this third mention of Herz!’s name. 
Considering that Jacobs wrote nearly 
the whole of his first Year Book in 
three months, we may well apply 
epithets employed by Mr. Cecil Roth 
to Jacobs's work im other directions 
and call this first “ Jewish Year Book ” 
“a superb achievement of astounding 
maturity.” 

Forty years ago, Jacobs died in the 
United States, to which he had been 
called in 1900 to assume the post of 
revising editor of the “ Jewish 
Encyclopedia.” which had 600 con- 
tributors, nearly half of whom resided 
in coumries where English was not the 
national language. h was unanimously 
agreed that one man alone was fitted 
to undertake the colissal task of 


revising the MSS. of thousands of 
articles and that man was Joseph 
Jacobs. 

During this Tercentenary year, 
competent pens and authoritative 
voices will doubtless dwell on Jacobs's 
life and work and his imperishable 
conmtributions—-mainly as an originator 
and pioneer—to so many different 
ficlds of knowledge. I beg leave to 
doubt, however, whether anyone, 
however gifted, will be able to excel 
Zanegwill’s memorial address given at 
the historic memorial mecting of the 
Jewish Historical Society of England 
in the Mocatta Library on February 
22. 1916. Zangwill’s trrbute is. the 
fullest and fairest assessment of 
Jacobs's life and work that I have 
seen, and is wsell a memorabic 
achievement, a veritable tour de force, 
the reading of which may well provoke 
“ thoughts which do often he too deep 
for tears.” 

Following Zangwill rose Lucien 
Wolf. the historic conscience and 
diplomatic spokesman of Anglo-Jewry, 
who dwelt mainly on the persona! 
qualities of his beloved, departed 
friend: “the dear old chum,” “ the 
ever gay compamon,” “the loyal 
comrade in work or jn play,” “ the 
pipes we smoked,” “the stories we 
told.” “the dreams we dreamt.” 
Lucien Wolf stated that Jacobs was 
“simple and fresh, laughing and 
joking to the end.” 

In very truth, “ the holiness of the 
heart's affections” is infintely more 
precious than any form of pwhblic 
activity. KH would be highly presump- 
tuous on my part to dare to attempt 
to do more than reproduce what these 
great men thought about Jacobs, in 
order that a wider pubhc may know 
something about a prominem menrber 
of the most brilliant coterie of intel- 
lectual ¢lite—led, by the way, by 
Asher Myers, the Edvtor of THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE —that Anglo-Jewry, 
has ever known. 

Jacobs's achieverments are, perhaps, 
best epitomised in a brilliant, shori 
characterisation by the late Dr. Ismar 


Ebbogen, who terms him “a hiving 
fountain of scientific ideas and inspir- 
ation, who, in addition to his scholarly 
researches, pointed the way to the 
study of the present and to the socio- 
logical investigation of Jewish cond- 
tions.” With all humulity I venture to 
suggest that the genius of the late 
Joseph Jacobs was of an architectonic 
quality. Throughout all his specialised 
researches, throughout his 
momentous achievements as a pioneer 
and originator, Jacobs was, above all, 
animated by one single aim: to build 
a comprehensive sysiem of thought 
and knowledge which would expound 
and explain the myriad connections 
between the Hebraic and the 
European mind. Sadly enough. he did 
not live to complete the opera magna 
which he had planned. 


Remarkable Pamphiet 


On page 210 of the firs “ Jewish 
Year Book™ of sixty years ago. 
Jacobs writes, as the concluding para- 
graph of his survey of the previous 
Jewish year, the following words 

“ Lastly. some notice must be taken of «a 
remarkabic pamphictt on « Slate. written 
by Dr. Theodor Herz), who has followed up his 
somewhat fantastx scheme by an aticomot peut 
inte practice The shill of bit presentation 
could aot. however from 
readers the particularly impracticable character 
of his idcas. and the mechanical natore of the 
sOluton offered the vweecd Jewish 
question.” 

These words remind us of a profound 
truth: that contemporary appraise- 
memts of men and their achievements 
have no final validity. The final 
verdict must be left to time and to 
the expanding consciousness of 
humanity. From this supreme test, 
however, Joseph Jacobs himee!{ may 
well emerge triumphant. 

As I rose to restore my well- 
beloved first “ Jewish Year Book ™ to 
its allotted place among my modest 
collection, I thought I saw before me 
the benign countenance of its first 
editor, with his noble brow and kindly 
eyes, full of wisdom and goodness, and 
| silently echoed the prayer of the 
Psalmist: “ So teach us to number our 
days that we may get us a heart of 
wisdom.”

“ Capital Punishment ~ was the sub- 
ject of an address by Mr. F. T. Whiley, 
a Labour M.P., at a meeting of the 
Sunderland Jewish Club last week. 

Mr. Willey said that in Israel the death 
penalty was abolished in [954 and no 
sharp rise in the numbers of murders had 
occurred.

He 
helieved that the death penalty should be 
abolished for at Icast an experimental 
period-—the position to be later reviewed.

Sir.--Your most admirable Tercen- 
tenary Supplement contains much of 
moment and demands pienty of time 
for careful study. The first original 
article to attract me was ~ Quakers 
and Jews,’ by Mr. David Carrington, 
which discloses the astonishing news 
that Samuel Levi, devoted Shamash 
of the first London Synagogue in Cree- 
church Lane (whose Tercentenary is 
now bemg celebrated) used to go to 
Quakers’ mectings when first he arrived 
here in 1660. No doubt frequenting 
the Quakers was his method of finding 
students to take Hebrew lessons from 
him, since “ he wants employment and 
is very poor: he ts very perfect in the 
Hebrew. 

One wonders whether 
ben Asher a Jewish Rabbi a Great 
Teacher among the Jews which ts come 
forth of Poland " (to quote the letter to 
(sco Fox ih (Quaker Leader) evel 
disciosed to his Parnassim that he had 
translated imto Hebrew a4 conversionist 
book for publication in 1660 by the 
future Mrs. George Fox-—and whethe: 
hemg Marranos, they readily overlooked 
this lapse 

A fuller account of hum two years later 
is in Greenhalgh's oft published letter of 
April, 1662, describing a service at the 
Creechurch Lane Synagogue

in Poland.” (1 believe the scroll to 
have been for Creechurch Lane.) 

Samuel Levi died in 170! and his erav 
may be seen m the Cromwellmn 
cemetery m the rear of 253 Mile End 
Road. bat his epitaph. legible earlier in 
ihis century. has now disapneared The 
entry m the burial reerstcr reads 
Levy. Samas, 12 Adar. $461.”

Explanation Without 
Miracles 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRronicte 


Sirn.—I hasten to assure readers that 
the advent of Shabbat in Manchester 
before London can be explained with- 
out recourse to miracles, 

In the North, days are shorter in winter 
and longer in summer than in the South. 
For two places of the same longitude the 
more northerly will have an carlier sun- 
set. and hence the commencement of 
Shabbat. than the other at this time of 
the year: the converse ts true in summer. 

This effect is surprisingly large and the 
difference due to a change in latitude may 
he considerably greater than that due to 
an equivalent change In longitude. 

Since Manchester ts situated to the 
north of London as well as to the west. 
there is nothing inconsistent in the faci 
that Shabbat commences earlier there than 
in London on December 30—a date only 
a week removed from the winter solstice.

Prime Minister’s Desire

She is willing to discuss 
minor fronticr adjustments in the interest 
of peace. What further gestures would 
you urge on Isracl? 

You earlier commented that “ even in 
Isracl herself there is a growing body of 
opinion which recognises that thé attack 
ought never to have taken place” (on 
Syria). 

Most certainly, Sir, | have yet to 
meet the Israch, even among the sym. 
pathisers of Cherut, who does not long 
with all his being for peace. But whai 
would be your effective remedy to 
systematically organised frontier 
marauders who penetrated as far as 
Rehovot, a twenty-minute-car distance 
from Tel Aviv, when in fact all Israel 
is but a long strip of frontier land?

ROLY-POLY—SWEET and SAVOURY 


A roly-poly can be steamed or haked 
If to be steamed, use a suct crust. for 
baking, an ordinary short crust 


Suet Crust. Sicve 8&8 oz. selfraising 
flour (or plain flour and one teaspoontul 
baking Powder) into a mixing bow! with 
a pinch of salt. Add 3 oz. shredded suct. 
mix thoroughly. and add sufficient water 
to make a firm dough. 


Note. 2 oz. fine breadcrumbs can be 
substituted for 2 oz. of the flour. 

Roll out the dough into an oblong 
shape. about one-third of an inch thick 
(shghily thinner for short crust), spread 
with filling to within one inch of the 
cdgcs, morten these with cold water, 
and roll up tightly, pressing the edgcs 
together. Wrap in well-greased grease- 
proof paper, then in a floured cloth. 
rolling loosely to allow for swelling 
lic ends securely and sicam for about 
2+ hours. If to be baked. place on a 
greased baking un and bake in a moder 
ate oven about S40 minutes lowcrme the 
heat after the pastry is lightly browned

Music 


SOLOMON 


A Solomon recital is a rare treat: rare 
in its infrequency—and that its to be 
regretied—-but rare too mm its power to 
delight and entrance, and in that sense to 
be rejoiced in. At the Festival Hall 
last week he played Mozart, Beet- 
hoven, Brahms, and Schumann, and 
found in each its essential quality. The 
Mozart had style; the Beethoven (the 
rarcly played Sonata, Opus 101) a rugged 
individuality: the Schumann sentiment. 
But above all it was in the two Brahms 
Intermezzi that Solomon's own genius 
was most perfectly expressed; the genius 
for subile poetic thought, for evoking the 
rare essence of the late Brahms in this 
case; for weaving the music together with 
silences so that a pause is itself music, 
and the music a contemplative movemen:. 
A rare treat indeed! But then, Solomon 
is a rare artist. 


MOISEIWITSCH 


A performance of the “ Emperor " Con- 
certo. with Moiseiwitsch as the soloist 
with the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra at 
the Festival Hall on Sunday evening, did 
not quite bring out the imperial aspects 
of the work, but the slow movement was 
hauntinely lovely, maintaining its elegiac 
atmosphere right through to the magical 
modulation into the Finale. In the first 


movement, Moiseiwitsch produced a 
fascinating pearly tone in his runs and 
figuration work, but was too reticent tn 
the forceful passages The conductor, 
William Stemberg. had the orchestra per- 
fectly attuned to the soloists mood in 
the concerto, and after the interval 
obtained a remarkably poetic _per- 
formance of Wagnes ‘Prelude and 
icbestod from Tristan and Isolde 


and of the “ Siegfried Idyll.” 
JEWISH INSTITUTE 


A vocahlst and. a pianist shared the 
programme of the Jewish Institute on 
Sunday afternoon. James Gibb played 
one. of the lovelhest. of Schubert's 
Moments Musicaus with warm sentt-

BRONISLAV GIMPEL 


A work of considerable interest was 
given a first performance im the Third 
Programme on Monday cvening: lain 
Hamilton's Violin Concerto had 
Bronislay Gimpel as soloist with the 
London Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by Norman Del Mar. Its first move- 
ment is in the manner of a rhapsodic 
lament; the sccond is a pensive medi- 
tation broken by wild orchestral out- 
cries; the finale strikes a note of mingled 
sorrow and joy. Much of the writing in 
the first two movements especially has 
a similar quality to Bloch’s, but without 
his frequent rhythnuc orchestral struc- 


ture; but this ts not to suggest that 
Hamilton's work is derivative: i is 
entirely personal in cxpression. The 


soloist is all-important in such a com 
position, and Bronslay Gimpel not 
mercly mastered tts great technical diff- 
culties with consummate case—the fast 
passages in the last movement were a 
of rapid bowing and fingermg— 
but achieved a deeply moving and sympa- 
thetic performance.

ONE JEW IN FRENCH 
GOVERNMENT 


M. Mendeés-F rance

PARIS 

M. Pierre Mendés-France is the only 
Jewish member of the newly installed 
Republican Front Govern- 
ment. 

Although he is the initiator of the 
Republican Front” and is generally 
recognised as the ablest and most dynamic 
of French politicians today, he has been 
appointed Minister without Portfolio, 
without any specific duties. 

His Jewishness is one of several reasons 
for his relegation Other reasons are 
that M. Guy Mollet, as leader of the 
Socialist Party, the largest group ‘n the 
“Republican Front.” was formally 
entitled to the Premiership; that the 
M_R.P. (Progressive Catholic) Party ‘had 
threatened to vote against M. Mollet if 
M. Mendés-France became Foreign 
Minister. But at the back .of everybody's 
mind was the knowledge that a Jew in a 
position of power in France at this time 
would offer an ideal targct for the dema- 
gogic hate propaganda of the Poujadists. 

As it is, thousands of French extremists 
who demonstrated in the streets of Algiers 
on Monday against any concessions to the 
Arab nationalists, chanted “death to 
Mendeés.” 


ARAB REQUEST TO 
GERMANY

BONN 

The Secretary-General of the Arab 
League, Abdel Hassouna, has, it 1s 
learned here, asked the Federal 
German Government to reconsider 
and review the reparations agreement 
with Israel, which he described as “an 
affront to the Arab peoples.” 

Hassouna is reported to have made this 
request during his recent meeting in Calro 
with the German Ambassador to Egypt, 
Dr. Becker The Secretary-General is 
said to have argued that West Germany 
was no longer subject to foreign pressure 
as it had been at the time of the conclu- 
sion of the agreement with the Jewish 
State and could now conduct its affairs 
as tt chose Ihe Arab League therefore 
expected the Bonn Government to 
reconsider us attitude on reparations as 
soon as possible.

An appeal to President Eisenhower 


and Mr. Dulles to utilise the talks 
with Sir Anthony Eden and Mr. 
Selwyn. Lloyd in Washington to 
prepare a specific programme to 


frustrate Soviet designs in the Middle 
East and to effect a just and enduring 
Arab-Israeli peace was made by Mr. 
Irving Engel, the President of the 
American Jewish Commitiee, at the 
Organisation's anniial Cofiference here 
last week-end. 

Mr. Engel, who was re-clected Presi- 
dem, proposed a Middle East programme 
providing for the conclusion of U.S.A. 
securily pacts with countries abandoning 
aggression; the supply of defence arms 
to Israel: and settlement of the refugee 
problem The refugee issue, he said, 
required high priority, and he pledged 
his organisation's fullest co-operation to 
end the misery of the refugees. He also 
announced that the Commitice had begun 
a detailed study of the problem. 

The Committee expressed its deep 
concern at the mounting tide of Arab 
propaganda which was seeking to foment 
antisemitism in the U.S.A. 

After hearing a message from the 
Moroccan Prime Minister, Si Bekkai, 
full citizenship and equality 
or Moroccan Jews, the conference 


adopted a resolution pledging help to 


COMMITTEE’S PLEA 


Moroccan Jewry to live a full and free 
life, with freedom to emigrate for those 
wishing to have. 

Mr. R. Carvalho, the President of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, expressed 
agreement with Mr. Engel’s statement of 
policy. Stressing the importance of the 
bond between the A.J.A. and the A.J.C.. 
Mr. Carvalho said that one of the main 
impressions he had gathered during his 
visit was American Jewry’s generosity 
“and will to serve. 

Mr. Ralph E. Samuel, the Chairman of 
the Administrative Board of the Com- 
mittee, urged the American people to be 
Vigilant against the injection of bigotry 
into this year’s Presidential election 
campaign. 

An expression of felicitation on the 
Tercentenary of British Jewry was con- 
tained in a resolution adopted by the 
conference. 

In a message to the delegates, President 
Eisenhower said that- “ considerable 
success had already been achieved in 
the Government's programme of civil 
rights and civil liberties. There had been 
an appreciable reduction in discrimination 
in education, employment, and public 
housing. Praising the committee for its 
championsmp of civil rights and political 
liberties, President Eisenhower gave a 
warning that when totalitarian forces 
threatened civil rights and civil liberties. 
“all of us must be vigilant to protect 
and preserve them for our citizens. In 
this effort I am confident such organisa- 
tions as the American Jewish Committee 
will continue -to provide valuable 
assistance,”

EGYPTIAN ATTACKS 
CONTINUE 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Statement

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion said in the Knesset 
on Monday that although the propo- 
sals of Mr. Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. 
Secretary-General, for easing tension 
in the Nitzana area, were reported to 
have been accepted by the Egyptian 
authorities, Egyptian attacks on Israeli 
patrols continued daily. 

He was replying to a question by a 
Mapai member who asked whether the 
repeated Egyptian attacks on _Israchi 
patrols did not constitute a violation of 
the promises allegedly made to Mr. 
Hammarsk joeld. 

The Prime Minister said that while 
Mr. Hammarskjocld’s proposals were 
concerned only with casing tension tn the 
Nitzana area, General Burns, the Truce 
Chief, had last December requested 
both sides to order a cease-fire. Israel 
had complied with this request, but 
Egypt had refused to issue such an order 
or reaffirm her obligations under the 
Armistice Agreement. A similar request 
to the Egyptians by Mr. Hammarskjoeld 
had gone unanswered. “The Egyptian 
dictator,” added Mr. Ben-Gurion, “has 
agreed, with certain reservations, only 
to accept Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s propo- 
sals dealing with the Nitzana sector.” 

Monday was the seventh birthday of 
the Knesset, and part of the proceedings 
were televised by the Columbia Broad- 
casting Service. 


1£50,000,000 FOR DEFENCE

JERUSALEM 

The Knesset this week approved 
supplementary budget estimates for 
defence totalling 1£50,000,000. The 
Minister of Finance is authorised to 
exceed this amount if necessary. 

An _ Israeli ministerial committee is 
considering the budget proposals for the 
next fiscal year, which begins on April 1, 
The estimates for ordinary expenditure 
and development are expected to total 
1£900,000,000, over I£,200,000,000 more 
than the previous year. 

In the year ended March 31, 1955, 
salaries for 37,800 civil servants (excluding 
temporary workers and teachers) totalled 
1£118,000,000. Because of recent increases 
and the fact that there are now an 
additional 2,000 civil servants, the salary 


bill this year is expected to be considerably 
higher.

An emergency 
Congress " would be held for the first two 
days, during which Israel's security and 
political problems would be discuswé 
After that. the Congress would proceed 
deal with problems of the World Zioms 
Organisation.
